VIENNA, Oct. 26 - The entanglement 
of the powers of Europe in the Balkan 
struggle against Turkey, followed by 
a general European war, loomed large 
today with the publication of the re­ 
port that both Austria and Russia had 
notified Turkey that “in view of re­ 
cent developments they reserve lib­ 
erty of action." 
If the report is true it means that 
these .powers consider Turkey already 
beaten and proposed to protect their 
own territorial interests regardless of 
the wishes of the sultan of Turkey and 
other powers. The situation is deemed 
menacing to the peace of the world. 
It is an open secret here that with 
France leading, the powers 
are 
al­ 
ready moving toward intervention in 
tho Balkan struggle and Austria and 
Russia are believed to 
have 
taken 
alarm for the success of 
their 
ow^i 
projects. Victories of the Balkan al­ 
lies, and their especially declared plan 
that, they will form a permanent al­ 
liance with the King of Greece as pres­ 
ident,

to mean that neither Russia nor Aus­ 
tria will allow the other powers any 
territorial extension which will inter­ 
fere with their own plans.

COL. ROOSEVELT and THE TRUSTS 


REMINDERS OF THE WAY HIS ATTITUDE WAS REGARDED WHEN HE WAS IN OFFICE 


In these days when the opponents of Colonel Roosevelt are attacking his position 
in regard to the trusts it is interesting to recall the unqualified commendation that came 
to him when he was in office. 
It is all the m ore interesting that this commendation came 
from such a source as the New York W orld. 
Following the decision of the -United States Supreme Court in the Northern Se­ 
curities case in 1904, The World printed an e ditorial entitled “Facts,” which is given here 
in full: 
(1) The Anti-trust law was framed by a Republican, was passed by a Republican 
House and a Republican Senate, was signed by a Republican president. 
(2) The law remained a dead letter on t he statute books during the entire second 
term of Grover Cleveland, a Democratic pre sident. 
Through those four years of Demo­ 
cratic administration all appeals and all et forts of T he W orld to have the law .enforced 
were met with sneers* jeers and open conte mpt from a Democratic Attorney General, 
Richard Olney, who pretended that the law was unconstitutional, and who would do 
nothing toward prosecuting violators of it. 
(3) The first effort to enforce the law was made by Theodore Roosevelt, a Repub­ 
lican president. 
The first Attorney-General to vigorously prosecute offenders and to 
test the law. was a Republican Attorney-General, Philander C. Knox. 
(4) The decision of the Supreme Court of the United States, given as a finality 
from which there is no appeal, upholding th e law as perfectly constitutional and abso­ 
lutely impregnable in every respect, as The W orld for twelve years constantly insisted, 
was due to five judges, every one of whom i s a Republican. 
(5) The dissenting minority of the cour t included every Democratic judge of that 
tribunal, to w it: Chief Justice Fuller of Illinois, M r/Ju stice W hite of Louisiana, and 
Mr. Justice Peckham of New York. 
All those distinguished Democrats not only voted 
against this constitutionality of the law, but denounced it as a danger to the Republic. 
(6) Under those circumstances, it doe s.not seem probable that the Democrats can 
make great capital in seeking to monopolize the anti trust issue and charging the Re 
publican party with the crime of being owned body and soul by the trusts. 
It is just as well to record some plain truths, however unpleasant or surprising.

LOS ANGELES PRODUCE MARKET 


Receipts o f some 
staple 
products 
were a little heavier than they Im vc 
been lately. Thirty sacks of sweet po­ 
tatoes and 1304 sacks of beans were 
reported in yesterday. Onion receipts 
were 307 sacks, and tho prico on Aus­ 
tralian Browns and Yellow 
Danvers. 
was down. White wax onions were, 
however, quoated higher than before. 
Dried lima beans arc quoted as high 
as $6.25 a sack. The new crop is coin­ 
ing in, but it is expected to be some­ 
what short this year. Early in the sea­ 
son a small falling off in the output 
was predicted, and recent, rains have 
been rather unfavorable. 
The bean crop is one of the most 
valuable In Southern California and is 
valued at about 
$5,000,000 
annually. 
Last season the record crop, amount­ 
ing to 1,300,000 sacks of 80 
to 
IOO 
pounds each, was harvested, but thiB 
year’s production will probably be on­ 
ly between 
1,000,000 
and 
1,200,000 
sacks. 
The dried lima bean of California is 
disposed of principally in America, on­ 
ly a' very small portion of the output 
going to Europe. No other section of 
the United States produces lima beans 
commercially, and the only other sec­ 
tion of the world where they are grown 
to any extent is Madagascar. The out­ 
put of the island does not compare in 
size to that of California. During^ the 
last few years, however, some of' the 
beans from that region have been im­ 
ported into this country. 
Blackeye beans—of which this state 
produces only a moderate quantity as 
compared with the output of limas - 
are quoted down on the market as low 
as $4 a bushel. Receipts of potatoes 
were 1727 sacks, and there was 
no 
change in price. 
There was comparatively little de­ 
mand for butter, eggs and cheeae yes­ 
terday. An advance in the price 
of 
ranch eggs is likely to occur at any 
time now, ainee the 
San 
Francisco 
quotation to 50 cents. Fresh cheese is 
firm uud is not likely to advance again 
I very soon.
